On November 16, 2007, the Patentees paid the Issue Fee for Utility Application No.

Patentees paid the Issue Fee as a small entity through error arid Without deceptive intent, 
though the error is not necessarily attributed to the Patentee because the Patentee did not 
establish themselves as a small entity during prosecution of the application. The present 
application was filed under 35 U.S.C. § 371 on June 29, 2004. The Patentee did not claim small 
entity status, and paid the normal fee. A Request for Continued Examination was filed on July 
27, 2007, and the Patentee did not claim small entity status and paid the normal fee. However, 
the Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due sheet mailed August 23, 2007 indicated that the 
Patentee was a small entity and was therefore entitled to a reduced fee. As the Patentee did not 
establish themselves as a small entity, it is uncertain where such an assertion originated from.
